The New York Times has announced 
changes in its foreign staff which will 
affect coverage in Eastern Europe’s 
Soviet-bloc nations, in the Middle East, 
in South America, in Britain and in 
Germany. 

Sydney Gruson arrived in Prague 
Nov. 20 to re-establish Times staff cov- 
erage in Czechoslovakia. It is the first 
time that the Times has had a permanent 
correspondent in that Soviet satillite 
state since June, 1950 when Communist 
police chased Dana Adams Schmidt from 
Prague. 

Sam Pope Brewer, chief correspond- 
ent in South America, has been named 
chief correspondent in the Middle East. 
Tad Szulc, recently returned from tempo- 
rary assignments in the Far East and 
South America, has gone to Rio to cover 
the territory that was Brewer’s. 

Kennett Love, in Cairo since March, 
1953, has been assigned to London. His 
coverage in Egypt will be taken over by 
Osgood Caruthers, who left for the Mid- 
dle East from the foreign copy desk on 
Nov. 20. Love will go to London about 
the end of the year. 

To round out Middle East coverage, 
Joseph P. Haff, correspondent in Hudson 
County, N. J., has been assigned to 
Ankara. The Turkish capital has been 
without special Times coverage since 
July when Welles Hangen left it to go to 
Moscow. 

Arthur J. Olsen of the city staff has 
been assigned to Bonn, Germany where 
he will work with Meyer Handler, German 
bureau chief. 

Sydney Gruson’s entry into Czecho- 
slovakia was made possible by a let-up 
in Soviet restrictions on visas to satel-: 
lite countries. With John MacCormac in 
Vienna and Jack Raymond in Belgrade, 
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Allyn Baum has been added to the 
Committee of which 
John Barkham is Chairman, Louis Loch- 
ner has announced.
